to $20 an acre for the land and the 
soldier settlement board disposed of it 
at cost,

The board blocked it off into farm 
units and wppraised each unit accord- 
ing to its rative value, the ag- 
gregate seling price being 83,596.64, 
being $2.64 in excess of the amou 
paid the Indians for the whole reset 
or eight cents more per farm.
